The Chicago limited express over the New 
York Central, due in New York at 7:50 o'clock 
last night“did not arrive until eight o’cloek 
this morning, twelve and a half hours late. At 
eleven o'clock, the Michigan Central train, 
due at the Grand Central depot at 0:00 o'clock 
last night, had not arrived, but was expected 
before noon. The train was held in an 
enormous drift between Albany and Schenec- 
tady.

They are wholly unnecessary, and 
the income from them goes to swel! a continu- 
ally increasing surplus of money in the public 
treasury, and to that extent is sheer 
robbery of the people. When these laws 
shalk be repealed the states can 
handle the subject in such manner as they 
may deem just and proper, and if they choose 
to assess a similar tax on whisky, tobacco or 
alcohol they can collect the tax without op- 
pression, without shotguns or carbines, and 
without the aid of hired spies and paid in- 
formers, and the money when collected will go 
into the treasuries of the states, where it will 
not lie an idle surplus.”’ 

“Are you in favor of a change in our bank- 
ing system, and do you consider it right to con- 
tinue longer arystem that prohibits national 
banks from lending money on land and deny- 
ing them the right to loan only for ninety 
days” 

“In answer to your second question I have 
to say: [ am utterly opposed to any 
system of banking, national or state, that hin- 
ders or prohib st a bank from lending money on 
the faith of land as security, or from lending 
for such time as can be agreed on between the 
parties, whether for ninety days, one hundred 
and sixty days, orany other length of time, 
Songer or shorter. 

‘*And I am in favor of removing any and al! 
gonch hindrances or prohibitions just as quick 
as the same can be done. Land is the best pos- 
sible security for money, and any Jaw which 
hinders or prohibits its being made such secur- 
ity is utterly wrong in principle and unjust to 
the people.”’ 

Continuing Colonel Lester said; ‘One other 
thing I desire to say: That I favor the repeal 
of the law imposing a tax of ten per cent upon 
the issues or circulation of state banks. Why 
such a tax, except for the purpose of prohibi- 
ting state banks or hampering their circula- 
tion? Whilst I am _é utterly opposed 
to all wild cat schemes of finance 
and believe in a sound currency I want Geor 
‘gia and every other state to have an open tield 
and a fair fight on the money question, and I 
desire that our good old state shall have the 
right to organize and establish banks on a sure 
and sound basis, so asto furnish our people 
with more money and better facilities to get it 
than we now have.. I want the people to be 
relieved of the clutches of the national banks, 
who can expand on contract the currency at 
their pleasure.

Railroad and Banking company, and others 
which I need not name. 

‘Finally, [am in favor of a revision of the 
tariff so as to raise only money enough to sup- 
port the government, economically adminis- 
tered, and I favor such an adjustment of the 
duties on imports as shall not abruptly derange 
the business of the country, or cripple our 
manufactories, or deprive labor of its just re- 
ward.”

We print elsewhere two communications

The question -is frequently asked why 
should the French government be appealed 
to by De Lesseps to aid the Panama canal 
enterprise. 

The situation may be explained in a very 
few words. The Panama Canal company 
has 400,000 stockholders in France. These 
stockholders aré persons of moderaie means, 
and some of them belong to the poorest class 
of people. ‘They have invested the savings 
of a life time in the canal project. If each 
investor represents a family of three persons 
it will be seen that 1,200,000 people are in- 
terested in the enterprise. The sudden fail- 
ure of the scheme would therefore be felt by 
the French people generally. 

De Lesseps cherishes the hope that the 
government will feel that it cannot ignore 
the interests of eo many citizens, and that 
it will finally come to his relief. There is 
another inducement for the government to 
interfere. The cayal company has received 
important concessions of Jand embracing a 
large and fertile territory ten times as valu- 
able asthe French possessions in Africa. 
About twenty thousand Frenchmen are al- 
ready colonized on this tract, and as France 
desires colonial expansion she will feel 
strongly tempted to hold on to the rich terri- 
tory granted to De Lesseps and his associ- 
ales. 

If the government persists in its refusal to 
support this enterprise there will be trouble 
in France. When the stockholders see that 
they are about to lose their money they will 
kick, and they are strong enough to make 
themselves felt. It does not take much to 
start a revolution in France, and no better 
material could be desired than a million or 
soof people who are driven to desperation 
by their pecuniary. grievances. Before this 
business is settled there will be trouble.

THE HOME OF THE BLIZZARD. 


An Interesting Theory of the Origin of 
| Them. 
From an Exchange. 
In speaking of blizzards even the scientific 
Signal service manis accustomed to say that a 


‘Manitoba’ wave is coming, and this has been so | 


often reiterated that many people haye at last come 
to believe that blizzards are home productions of 
that section of the Canadian Dominion. Manitoba, 
however, can hardly carry off the credit for raising 
the wind in this extraordinary manner. The origin 
and operation of the blizzards and their partiality 
for Dakota, western Minnesota, lowa, Kansas and 
Nebraska and the territory even farther south are 
worth at least a little theorizing. 

Why is it that east “of the Mississippi river they 
are only felt with diminished force, and cast of the 
Ohio line; for instance, that is in the central states, 
New York and New England, hardly at all? The 
reply seems tobeasimple one. The southern part 
of British America, from Labrador west to the up- 
per shores of Lake 8S iperior, is traversed by what is 
known as the Laurentian, and at the extreme west 
of the Huronian mountains, composed in reality of 
an enormous rock formation, the oldest yet discov- 
ered, with no shells or fossils to tell us its age 
or at what time it lifted its great 
wall above the waters, It is the oldest sedimentary 
rock found on the globe. The thickness of its beds 
has been estimated at 30,000 feet. It rises in hills 
and mountains 4,000 feet. high, and on the gorges of 
the Saguenay forms sheer cliffs 1,500 feet high. It 
inakes a solid, everlasting rock barrier no wind, be 
i blizzard or tornado, can pass. It shelters all the 
country to the south of it from the icy blasts sweep- 
ing down from the _ Arctic regions. At 
its western limit they may strike against 
it and detiect like water meeting § an 
obstacle, and in Wisconsin, eastern Minnesota 
Michigan, and Illinois they may be felt with diiwin- 
ished force. West of that limit, however, there is no 
break. Between a line from that point north and 
south ana the Rockies and Sierras, which guard all 
to the west of them, stretches one vast unbroken 
plateau from the polar regions straight south to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Along the plateau Boreas, stagting 
from the pole, finds no _ obstruction in his 
path. He comes down with @ rush, sweeping 
everything before him, chilling and freezing every- 
thing he encounters, and planting his snow, slect 
and iceevenon the shores of the far off Gulf of 
Mexico. The mere favored regions south of these 
gigantic mountains of rock interposing their friendly 
barrier know little of the terrors of these bitter 
Arctic currents, which carry death and destruction 
along with them to the dwellers on the plain. Man- 
itoba isonly a mid-station on the road from the
